T is with fenfstions of the deeprft regret 
we are obliged to believe« thst the ru­ 
mours in the French Papers, of the defeat of 
the Auftrians, are but too well founded-.no 
French Papers, however, of a later date than 
the 22d, have been received, nor has any 
official confirmation yet arrived. 


Our readers were informed in yefterday*s 
Courier, that there were on Saturday great 
rejoicings at Boulogne. 
W e argued unfa­ 
vorably from that circumftancc, 
for we 
knew, from the experience of the laft war, 
that thefe rejoicings never take place, but 
for fome great fuccefs. 
Early on Sunday 
morning a cutter was ftnt out cf the inner 
harbor of Boulogne, which, when nearly 
within gun-fhot of the Immortalité frigate, 
launched a boat, fet her adrift, and returned 
herfelf to port. 
The boat was taken up by 
the frigate, and on board of her was found 
a fmall parcel, in which was the following 
Bulletin.—*' U l m h a s J u r r i n d e r r d t o 
t m b F r e n c h A r m s , a n d t u b A u s t r i a n 
A r m y i s a n n i h i l a t e d . ” 


No further particulars were given ; the 
day of the battle was not mentioned ; the Bul­ 
letin contained nothing more than the fore­ 
going fhort, tremendous fentence.—Capt. 
Owen, of the Immortalité, immediately fent 
the Bulletin to the Admiral, Lord Keith, by 
whom it was yefterday communicated to the 
Ad iraby. 


Had we had no other grounds that this 
Bulletin, we (hould (till have had little doubt 
remaining upon our minds of .the French 
having gained a great advantage. But there 
are Lnfortunately other grounds. 


A private letter from Holland, dated laft 
Saturday, arrived iu town lafl night. 
It 
Oates, that the general battle was fought 
Uft Saturday week, the 19th in ft.— that it 
was mod obfifmate, and bloody—and that 
the Auftrians made a long, and vigorous re* 
fiftance—the battle lalted the greater part 
of the day.—— Vi ¿lory, however, at length 
decided in favouT of the ftrongeft—and the 
Auftrians were completely defeated— the 
whole line of the Iller was forced—Ulm and 
its magazines, cannon and baggage taken— 
and General Mack, with the whole of hit 
Staff, made prifoners. 
The lofs in killed 
and wounded, fays the lettert was immenfe 
on the fide of the Auftrian»—it was im- 
menfe, too, no doubt, on the part of the 
French. 
None of the names of the killed 
or wounded Officers have yet tranfpired, but 
the letter adds, '* that thofe who furvived 
the battle, were captured or difperfed ; the 
whole of the Auftrian army is reprefentfd as 
being nearly dcllroyed ; not a veftige of 
what might be deemed one «fficient corps re­ 
mained ; thofe who eleaped t!>e fword or the 
chains of the enemy, all who were not among 
the number of the killed, wounded, or prifon­ 
ers, were broken into puny detachments, and 
fcattered in various directions.” 


Such is the account, contained in the pri­ 
vate letters from 
Holland—it is not faid 
whether the official report had been received 
by the Dutch Government ; but the intelli­ 
gence contained in the letter that is arrived, 
was univerfaily circulated and credited in 
Holland. 
It is probable, that the difafters 
of the Auftrians have been coniiderably 9% 
sggerated ; but we fear it will be found that 
they bave been great indeed ! 


In a fituition of afiVirs fo difficult, at a 
crifis fo tremendous, the oppofition remains 
true to the charalter which Mr. Wilberforce 
gave of them, 
that if they did not wifh 
the totnl overthrow and ruin of the country, 
thry wiilied for juft fo much public calamity 
and dillrefi, as would ferve to get Mr. Pitt 
out, and themfelves in.” 
All the mist'or- 
tunes cf the Auilrian arms nr» imputed to 
Mr. P itt— he is the only perfon to blame for 
the im becility and fupinenef* of Gen. Mack ; 
and the Mintfter ef Great Britain is aloae 
refponftbje for thofe movements and opera­ 
tions which have been attended with fuch 
difallrous effV&a. 
But in the name of com­ 
mon fenfe, did any one fuppofe, thnt in any 
coalition with Auftrta, we were to h**e the 
choice ¿of the Generals, who w^re to com­ 
mand hrr armies ? 
W as t.uy one itupid e- 
nough to imaj?;iue, th at M r. P tt was to be 
required to point out the G tocrül tin t would , 


be mod agreeable to him 1 
That he #*s ta 
draw out tbe plas of the campaigns, to trace 
the march, and to point ost the pofitiora 
which the Auftrian troops were to occupy i 
Not a fortnight ago, when affairs wore • 
more cheering afpeéfc, and the Oppofition 
thought that fuccefs might Attend the Au­ 
ftrian arms, they were amasingly anxious to 
convince the country, that Mr. Pitt, having 
had so hand in the formation of the Coali* 
tion, could have no right jto any participa* 
tion of the glory it might acquire* 
But no 
fuoner has the profpeâ become clouded, no 
fooner has difafter attended the arms of th* 
allies, than Mr. Pitt is welcome to all the 
blame and cenfure, which an ilUcentrived 
plan *f operations may defervc. He is blam­ 
ed, too, tor not having made any divetfion 
in fupport of Auftria.— But had be or any 
man reafon to fuppofe, that Gen. Meek 
would aft as be has done ; or thst he would 
prefer entering upon the war, before the 
arrival of the Ruiuans f 
Had he waited fos 
them, had he fallen back upon the Inn, or 
never advanced beyond it, the expedition 
which is now ready for failing, would 
have reached its deftination, by thè tim© 
the combined Auftriaus and K^flinfis were 
ready to commence operations upon thn 
frontiers of Bavaria. 
Had General Mack 
fallen back to wait for tbe Ruffians, ho 
would have produced another good effeft, 
and have given time for Pruffia to have in« 
terpofed.—But even here the oppprition,who 
would not allow Mr. Pitt the flighted credit 
for bavingindifpofed Pruflu to wards Franc«» 
will be ready, are perceive, to impute to him 
all the blame ftiould Bonaparte regsin his 
influence over tbe Prufiun Cabinet, which 
they feen to think he will eafily have it in 
his power to do by négociation, or bjr thn 
fuccefs of the war* 


If ever one nation was plated 111 • more 
commanding attitude than another ; if ever 
a nation w«u able to fay “ 1 hold in my hand 
the fate of Empires and the world,” Prulfi* 
is that nation. 
This is the time in which« 
if ihe interpofe with her arms, fhe can d f* 
poffefs Bonaparte of the advfttuages he h^e 
gained, and force him, infte»d of fitting 
down upon the Imperial Throne at Vienna, 
to meafure back his fteps to his own frontier 
with more fpeed than he advanced fton> it* 
The Oppofition are haggling about the re- 
compenfe that ought to be given her 3 
whether ihe fhould have Holland in full 
fdvereignt), or merely an influence over h-r 
by the reftoration of the Stadtholder. 
Giv-s 
her Holland, give , her Hanover, placr thr 
Map of Europe before her, bid her chufV !,er 
reward, give her any thing, for ife m i^l.ty 
fervice of having, by her tinuly interference , 
prevented the annihilation of thciudependeneo 
of Europe. It is not now a queition whether 
ihe wilKhave more or lefs wsight than ill© 
ought to have in the fcale of Europe— tht; 
point at iflue is, whether Bonaparte fkall 
ftretch his giant ftride from tha Baltic to the 
Mediterranean, and whether he (hall poffel’a 
the courfe of the Danube with that of the 
Rhinel the Elbe, the Wefer, and the Adige. 
—Can Pruflia wifh to fee the power of Au­ 
ftria annihilated ?—can it be either her in­ 
clination or her intereft ?—How long does

T ii with fenfstiont of the decprft regret 
we are obliged to believe, that the ru­ 
mours in the French Papers, of the defeat of 
the Auftriani, arc but too well founded— 00 
French Papers, however, of a later date than 
the 228, have been received, nor hat any 
official confirmation yet arrived. 
Our readers were informed in yefterday’s 
Courier, that thrre were on Saturday great 
rejoicings at Boulogne* 
W e argued unfa­ 
vorably 
from that circumftance, 
for we 
knew, from the experience of the laft war, 
that thefe rejoicings never take place, but 
for Come great fuccefs. 
Early on Sunday 
morning a cutter was font out cf the inner 
harbor of Boulogne, which, when nearly 
within gun-fhot of the Immortalite frigate, 
launched a boat, frt her adrift, and returned 
herfelf to port. 
The boat wa* taken up by 
the frigate, and on board of her was found 
a fin al I parcel, in which was the following 
Bulletin. — “ U l m m a s i u r i i n d i h k d t o 


t n k F r e n c h A r m s , a n d t i i k A u s t r i a n 
A r m y i s a n n i h i l a t e d . ” 
No further particulars were given ; the 
day of the battle was not mentioned ; the Bul­ 
letin contained nothing more than the fore­ 
going (bort, tremendous frntence.— C»pt. 
Owen, of the Immortalite, immediately fent 
the Bulletin to the Admiral, Lord Keith, by 
whom it was yeftetday communicated to the 
Admiralty. 
Had we had no other grounds that this 
Bulletin, we (hould Hill have had little doubt 
remaining upon our minds o f . the French 
laving gained a great advantage. But there 
are unfortunately other grounds. 
A private letter from Holland, dated laft 
Saturday, arrived iii town lad night. 
It 
Batea, that the general battle was fought 
left Ssturday week, the 19th in#— thar it 
was moft obftinatc, and bloody— and that 
the Auftriins made a long, and vigorous re­ 
finance— the battle lilted the greater part 
of the day 
— Viflory, however, at length 
decided in favour of the (Irongeft— and the 
Auftrians 
were completely defeated— the 
whole line of the Iller wa* forced— Ulm and 
its magazine*, cannon and baggage taken— 
and General Mack, with the whole of his 
StafT, made prifoners. 
The loft in killed 
and wounded, fays the letter, wa* immenfe 
on the fide of the Auftrians— it was int- 
menfe, ton, no doubt, on the part of the 
French* 
None of the names of the killed 
or wounded Officer* have yet tranfpirtd, but 
the letter adds, 
** that thofe who furvived 
the bittie, were captured or difoerfrd ; the 
whole of the Auftfian army is reprefrntcd at 
being nearly dcftroyed ; 
not a veftige cf 
what might be deemed one * Bident corps re­ 
mained ; thofe who elo p ed the ( word or the 
chains of the enemy, all who were not among 
the number of the killed, wounded, or prifon­ 
ers, were broken into puny detachments, and 
festered in various directions.” 
Such is the account, contained in the pri­ 
vate letters from 
Holland— it is not (aid 
whether the rfficisl report had been received 
by the Dutch G overnm ent; but the intelli- 
gence contained in the letter that is arrived, 
was university circulated and credited in 
Holland. 
It it probable, that the drafters 
of the Auftrians have been confiderably ex 
aggerated ; but we fear it will be found that 
they have been great indeed I 
In a fruition of affairs fo difficult, at a 
crifis fo tremendous, the oppofition remains 
true to the character which Mr. Wilberforce 
gave of them, 
that if they did not wifh 
the total overthrow aud ruin cf the country, 
tiny willied for juft fo much public calamity 
and diilrefs, as would ferve to get Mr. Pitt 
out, and themfelves in.”
